copal Churches in this city closed their 
terms of pastoral labors yesterday, for 
nuder the constitutional law of that church 
no clergyman is ever appointed to a parish 
for more than a single year at a time. 
It 


is true each is eligible to two successive 
re appointments, and there is therefore 
no law to prev ent 
the 
return 
of 


Messrs. Canoll and Carroll another year. 


The Methodists believe thoroughly in 


the itinerancy and practice it everywhere. 
The Bishops perform their work on the 
same general plan. 
They are general 


superintendents and have joint jurisdiction 
over the whole church. At certain periods 
they meat aud arrange a plan of Episcopal 
visitation, and it seldom occurs that the 
same Bishop is in charge at any confer- 
ence for two years in succession. 
Tho 


presiding elders, who are really diocesan 
Bishops, in charge of districts often much 
larger than an ordinary diocese, can re- 
_main but four years in the same field. 
And so the great iron wheel, as it has 
been called sometimes by the critics of 
the system, revolves from year to year 
and never stops. 


The Methodist Episcopal Church main- 


tains its unity of organization through- 
out the world. The same book of disci- 
pline is in force in China and Japan, in 
India and Sweden, in Africa and South 
America as in^the United States. 
The 


General Conference thnt meets mice in 
four years, which is the only law-making 
power of the church, is made up of dele- 
gates from all these countries who are 
possessed of equal authority, and in the 
enjoyment of equal rights and privileges. 
The jurisdiction of a Methodist Bishop, 
*leoted by this .central authority and duly 
consecrated, 
extends 
throughout the 


world, and in the execution of work the 
Bishops go to all those lauds alike. 


The New England Southern Conference, 


which embraces the fitato (if fthnda Island 
one-half of Connecticut and all of fiouth- 
wwteru MiMmclmftotifl, moots on Wednes- 
day of this week in Providence. Bishop 
Merrill presides, and it is tho first Hmo 
Hint he has IMSD in charge of any part of 
the New England work, Tho conference

elders, who have mude themselves famil- 
iar with both pastors and people and 
have heard their requests. 
It seems 


a difficult work, as indeed it is. 
Yet such 


it> the cai'O exercised and the spirit of 
loyalty prevailing among all classes, that 
it is only in very rare cases that any 
clergyman declines to go whore ho is ap- 
pointed or any church refuses to receive 
the man sent. 
In arranging thus for 


more than 12.000 churches and pastors' 
each year there are not usually more than 
five to ten cases of serious disaffections; 
much fowor wo judge than would be the 
case were these same parties to attempt 
the adjustment iu any other way. 


The time is thus near at hand when the 


appoi utmonts for this Conference will be 
iimde aud by waiting a little all our rend- 
ers who aro interested will know tho exact 
outcome. But men love to speculate and 
calculate chances in these matters as well 
as in others, aud so, for a harmless amuse- 
ment, the Daily News will indulge a little 
in the Yankee's right to guess, leaving it 
to tho future to decide as to its skill in 
this department of mental activity.

This church seeks Rav. Samuel McBurney 
of Willimautic, but is quite likely to seek 
in vain as that gentleman's services are 
desired longer at his present charge.

THE PLAIN FACTS OF THE CASE. 


To the fitfitor of the nutty New ;— 


DEAR SIR :—AK there seems to bo much

The bill just pitted, knowu as .tho 


Newport bill, cfiut« btfore the General 
AuHUubly ou a petition of some tluco Ltm- 
dred aud kuventy-live of the citizens of 
Newport, asking for a change in the then 
method effecting tliu superiutonde'it »)f 
schools. That petition wan signed by cx- 
Governur Van /undt, Rluyor Slocum, F. 
B. Peokluuii, -Tr., Rev. R. B. Pcct, Ed- 
niuiid 
Tweedy, 
Thomas Coggcshall, 


Charles T. Brooks, Rev. Dr. Randolph, 
J. T. Burdick, W. K. Covell, Jr., (ieorgc 
H. Culvert owl many others, most of 
whom hud children in tho public schools 
and who were interested in tho welfare of 
those schools. This petition asked for 
the passage of a general law, but I take 
k that no one is no ignorant as to suppose 
Unit those petitioners wore not asking 
for themselves or for Newport, us well as.

port. I believe that every signer had 
Newport. andNewportonly, in inir.d when 
signing that petition, und that, whilo lie 
was willing tlie rest of the state should 
have the law if desired, ho was asking that 
Newport might have it under any circum- 
stances. 
ThoKO petitions so respectably 


signed were by a vote of the House of 
ReproHcntativpn referred to tho committee 
on education. 
While this committee was 


tlio only proper committee to which such 
petitions could be referred they wore-not 
sent there by any trick of tho presiding 
officer as has been charged by some of 
his opponents, but by direct order of the 
House, and without opposition from any 
member. 


After thin petition had boon before this 


committee several days, two or three in- 
dividuals of Newport clnojly of the Dem- 
ocratic persuasion, who have heretofore 
been very active in procuring signers to 
petitions of tins kind, sent to the General 
Assembly a remonstrance signed by some 
five hundred names—not seven hundred 
as claimed in certain quarters. 
These 


names we have been informed were ob- 
tained by the careful and prosisteut can- 
vassing of the entire city, by the persons 
ftfore-mentioned whose sole argument 
was that the people were being defrauded 
of 
their rights. 
An 
examination of 


the 
petitions 
obtained 
in 
this 


way revealed some curious facts -which 
are worthy of note. 
In the first place, 


out of tlio entire list there are by actual 
count less than one hundro^d Republican 
voters. There are the names of persons 
there recorded who sent word to the com- 
mittee on education that they hud signed 
thg remonstrance under a wrong impres- 
sion, and that they wished to be counted 
on the other side. 
There wore whole 


pages of names signed by one and the 
same hand, and there are also about fifty 
signers who have no vote in the city, and 
finally there were upwards of two hun- 
dred names upon the list of persons who 
have children in the Catholic purochial 
schools of this city and of course have 
very little interest if any in our public 
schools. 
These facts of course were ob- 


served by the committee and aided them 
in coming to a conclusion in the matter. 


But to give, every side a full and fair 


hearing the committee on education pub- 
lished notices in the Newport papers, of 
limes when they would hear till parties 
interested. 
Both sides availed themselves 


of this notice and appeared before the 
committee with their arguments. Those 
asking for a change were represented by 
Judge 
Bakor, 
Thomas 
Cng^eshall, 


Charles K. 
ITammoit, Jr., 'William 


A. Htedmau, Lewis Brown, He.v. M. Van 
Home aud others. 
The other side was 


represented by Henry D. DeBlois, Theo- 
dore R. Holme, Gcnoral 
Juhn Eldrcd, 


Colonel William Gilpiu, William Allan, 
A. J. Ward and Henry E. Turner, Jr. 
The committee lifter a full hearing unan- 
imously reported to tho House what is 
known as the Newport bill, which bill 
was afterwards passed without opposition 
and sent to the Senate. 
There 
the 


measure wits referred to tho educational 
committee of that body, and another full 
and extended hearing was given to both 
sidos. 
There is no member from New- 


port upon tho committees on education 
either in the. Senate or the House, and I 
am told that no Newport member inter- 
fered with either committee or attempted 
in any way to influence them iu making 
their report. 


While tho Newport bill was still in the 


hands of the comniittoe. tho Senator from 
Providence introduced a bill making the 
(dection of school superintendents by tho 
school committee a general law for the 
stale. This bill passed the Semite with- 
out opposition aud was sent to the House. 
There it encountered considerable opposi- 
tion from the towns of Woonsockot and 
Warwick, both of which towns elect their 
superintendent by the City Council, by a 
special act of the General Assembly; aud 
by some of the mmnhors of tho city of 
Providence, which city in acting under 
precisely (ho same law as tho citizens of 
Newport asked for. The bill finally 
passed the House by n fair majority. On 
the next, day of The session, more of tho 
Providence members 
having changed 


their minds, a motion was made aud car- 
rind by one majority, to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill was passed. 


It was upon this occasion that tho op- 


ponents of • the bill in Newport, 
who 


would have probably have boon equally 
unhappy in any case, found fault with 
the Speaker for not voting in the nega- 
tive, thus making tho vote a tie, aud pre- 
venting tho bill from being reconsidered 
by a tic vote, which would, in other 
words, have given the Speaker the equiv- 
alent of two votes. 
Now I am not writ- 


ing (his article lo defend the Speaker, for 
lie can ttxkft euro of himself, and from tho 
woll-lciiown principles of parliamentary 
,'iw, f cap.nnt conceive how he could 
lavo taken any other course than that 
vhich lie did tako. It is the well-known 
duty of the presiding oIHcov to allow the 
argoftt possiblo liberty for debut o, and

Legislature, and in fact, in no town in 
the Ktato outside of Newport have the 
people exercised tho privilege of electing 
their superintoadout, but have in all cases 
left it to tho school committee, although 
in the country towns the law allows tho 
people to elect, if they choose to do so.

LONGFELLOW AND ms~CHITICS. 


-William Winter iu the New York Trib- 


une says of Longfellow's attitude toward 
his critics, "for the infirmities of hu- 
manity he was charity itself, nud he 
shrank from harshness as a positive siu. 
'It is the prerogative of the poet,' he 
once said to me, iu those old days, 'to 
give pleasure; but it is the critic's prov- 
ince to give pain.' He had. indeed, but 
a slender esteem for the critic's province. 
Vet his tolerant nature fouud excuses for 
even as virulent and hostile n critic ns his 
assailant nud trnducer Edgar Allau Poo 
—of whom I have heard him speak with 
genuine pity. 
His words were tow nnd 


unobtrusive, aud they clearly in/Jjcated 
his consciousness that Poe had grossly 
abused nud maligned him; but instead 
of resentment for injury, they displayed 
only 
sorrow 
for 
an' 
unfortu- 


nate and hnlf-crazed adversary. There 
wns a little volume of Poe's poems—an 
English ecliiic:: ou tho librr.17 ;nu;c, am! 
nt sight of this I wns prompted to ask 
Longfellow if Poe had ever personally 
met him—'because,' 1 said, 'if he had 
known you, it is impossible lie could have 
written about you iu such a manner.' He 
nnswered that hehad never seen Poe. and 
that tlie bitterness wns, doubtless, due to 
ft deplorable literary jealousy. Then, after 
a pause of musing he added very gravely. 
'My works seerne* to give him much 
trouble, tirst and last; butilr. Poe is dead 
and buried, and I am alive aud still writ- 
ing—and that is the end of the matter 
I never ooildescended|to answer Mr. Poe's 
attacks; nnd I would advise you now, nt 
the outset of your literary cnreer, never to 
tnke notice of any nttacks that may be 
made upon yon. 
Let them all pass.' 


He then took up the volume of Poe, 
and, 
turning 
the 
leaves. 
partic- 


ularly commended 
the 
stanzas 
en- 


titled Tor Annie' and 'The Haunted Pnl- 
ace.' 
Then, still speaking of criticism, he 


mentioned the great number of newspa- 
per nnd magnziue articles, nbout his own 
writings, thnt were received by him— 
sent, nppnreutly, by their writers. 
'I 


look nt the first few lines,' he snid. 'and 
if I find that the article has been written 
inn pleasant spirit, I read it through,- 
hut if I find thnt the intention is to wound, 
I drop the paper into my fire, and so 
dismiss it. Iu that way one escapes much 
annoyance.'
